Slot Machine 
Shipment Bill 
Becomes a Law 


Washington, Jan. 2— (AP) — 


President Truman today signed a 
bill prohibiting the shipment of 
slot machines and related gam- 
bling devices across state lines. 


The new law, providing fines 


and jail- terms for violations; is 
expected to put a severe crimp in 
the multi-billion dollar annual slot 


^iachine "take." 
1" The law is an outgrowth of the 
attorney general's conference on 
organized crime last February. 
Federal and local law enforcement 
authorities heard estimates then 
that the slot machine racket was 
grossing $2.000,000.000 a year. 


By outlawing interstate ship- 


ment of slot machines and the sub- 
assemblies. congress took specific 
aim at nationwide crime syndicates 
getting a large part of their 
.Revenue from slot machine opera- 


tions. 


Exceptions are provided under 


the law for states which pass 
specific 
legislation to 
exempt 


themselves from 
the 
interstate 


ban. 
Attorney General McGrath 


told congress the aim is to stop 
shipment of the machines to those 
states which do not want them. 


The measure was vigorously op- 


posed by Senator Malone (R-Nev) 
^•hose state p e r m i t s public 


gambling. 


There is no exemption, how- 


ever. for military reservations re- 
X»rdless of which state they are 
located. Thus, the law will force 
removal of the machines operated 
hy ftome officers clubs at military 
posts.

The family then 
moved to Omaha. Nebr., where he 
attended Central high school. He 
earned letters fo,- three years in 
football, baseball and basketball 
at the former school under Coach 
Earl Walsh, Notre Dame football 
monogram winner in 1920 and 
1921, 
He played halfback at Win- 


ner. 
At Omaha Central high 


school Frank was moved to tackle 
by George Schmidt, former Ne- 
braska star. He won letters again 
in three sports, captaining all three 
teams. 


An Amateur Boxor 


A 
prominent amateur boxer, 


Leahy wavered between a profes- 
sional rag career and going to 


FRANK LEAHY, Notre Dame Football Coach 


Notre Dame. An after-dinner talk 
by the late Knute Rockne and a 
discussion with Earl Walsh decid- 
ed the issue. 
He entered Notre 


Dame in 1927, was president of the 
freshman class, and played under 
the late Tommy Mills, then fresh- 
man coach, who later, as hrad 
coach at Georgetown, gav« Frank 


his first coaching job. Frank got 
into two or three games in 1928, 
as center. He was moved back to 
tackle in 1929, where he played 
with the undefeated national cham- 
pions. 


Leahy received a knee injury in 


the pre-season training in 1930 and 
did not play that fall, H» helped 


Rockne with the line coaching and 
spent as much time as possible 
watching Rockne and his assist- 
ants coach the ends and backs. 
Thus he gained a knowledge of 
play at all positions that he could 
not have absorbed had he compet- 
ed as a tackle. Following the sea- 
son, Rockne went to the Mayo 
Brothers clinic in Rochester, Minn., 
for treatment of a leg ailment that 
had nearly cost his life in 1929. He 
asked Leahy to go along for a 
knee operation and "for company." 
The result is that Leahy's knee 
is as sound as ever, and that he 
has the football knowledge that 
came from spending two weeks 
in the same room with Rockne, 
discussing- football by the hour. 


Coached at Georgetown 


Leahy received his bachelor of 


science degree in physical educa- 
tion in 1931, and he was promptly 
signed as Georgetown line coach 
under Mills. His line made such 
an impression on Jimmy Crowley 
in the Michigan State game, even 
though the Spartans won, that 
Crowley hired him in 1932. When 
Crowley moved to Fordham in 
1933, Leahy went with him — to 
produce the famous "Seven Blocks 
of Granite," the line that kept 
Fordham from defeat on all but 
two occasions in 1935, 1936 and 
1937. 


The big chance came for Leahy 


when he was signed as coach of 
Boston college in 19."8. 
He was 


ready to handle the opportunity 
as his record of 20 victories in 22 
games shows. Crowning achieve- 
ment of his two-year head coach- 
ing career was B. C.'s 19 to 13 
victory over Tennessee in the Su- 
gar Bowl at New Orleans, Jan. 1, 
1941. 


Elmer Layden resigned in Feb- 


ruary, 1941, and Leahy's dream 
came true when he was named 
to succeed the "Thin Man" as ath- 
letic director and head coach of 
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Chairman McMahon (D-Conn) of 


the senate-house atomic commit- 
tee has since said, however, that 
a board of experts who evaluated 
:he report of the atomic blast had 
agreed unanimously it was a bomb.

1,100 Violent 
Deaths During 
Two Holidays 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
The nation's accidental death 


toll over the New Year's holiday— 
400—represented a sharp drop 
from the near record Christmas 
toll of more than 700. 


Thus, during the two long week- 


eci holidays, more than 1,100 per- 
sons lost their lives in violent ac- 
cidents. More than 800 of them 
were killed in traffic mishaps. The 
National Safety Council has esti- 
mated 35,000 traffic fatalities in 
1950. 


Below Estimate 


The New Year's holiday toll on 


the highways—-285—was. far be- 
low the 515 killed in auto acci- 
dents over the Christmas week- 
end. It also was less than the 330 
deaths the safety council had esti- 
mated for the New Year's holiday 
period—from- 6 p.m. Friday to 
midnight Monday. 


In addition to the 285 killed in 


auto accidents. 115 persons lost 
their lives in a variety of mishaps. 
These included fires, which accoun- 
ted 
for 
several 
deaths, plane 


crashes, falls and other causes. 


The New Year's weekend violent 


death total compared to 425 over 
the three-day period last 
year, 


which included 270 in traffic acci- 
dents. 54 in fires and 101 from 
miscellaneous causes. In the two- 
day 1949 New Year's holiday there 
were 309 xiolent deaths, including 
207 traffic. 


Multiple Deaths 


Several 
accidents resulted in 


multiple deaths. A widow and her 
seven small children perished in a 
fire which destroyed their three- 
room farm- home near Neosho, Mo. 
Nine persons were killed in two 
airplane crashes 
in 
California- 


Four persons were killed and 10 
others injured in a headon crash 
of an auto and a bus at Saginaw, 
Mich. 


California, Texas and Illinois re« 


ported the most violent deaths but 
there was at least one in each 
state except Delaware and Neva- 
da.

Democracy's de- 
fense against Communism depends 
heavily on them.

THE DOCTOR SAYS • 


Palsy Victims Can Still 
Get Enjoyment from Life 


One of the most common disor- 


ders of the nervous 
system is 


known as Parkinson's disease. It 
is also called paralysis agitans or 
shaking palsy. It Is usually ac- 
companied by a trembling or shak- 
ing of the hands at rest and many 
of the muscular motions become 
stiff and slow. Often it starts in 
one hand and the other may not 
be involved for months or years. 


The cause of this disease is not 


too well understood. A portion of 
the brain is damaged but the 
thinking processes do not seem 
affected as a rule. In some cases 
the damage is the result of infec- 
tion such as occurs in ensephali- 
tis or sleeping sickness. In most, 
however, such a cause cannot be 
discovered and hardening of cer- 
tain arteries is a more likely ex- 
planation. 


Shaking palsy, except after en- 


cephalitis, is a disease of older 
people and more frequent among 
men than women. It tends to 
start slowly, though sometimes 
the symptoms 
develop suddenly 


after a mental or physical shock 
of some kind. 


In addition to the shaking in 


one or both hands victims often 
notice a loss of muscular strength 
and difficulty in performing move- 
ments which they previously did 
with ease. The physician is help- 
ed in making a diagnosis by a 
certain lack of expressiveness in 
the patient's face and by the way 
he walks—both things which the 
patient may not realize are pres- 
ent at all. 


There is as yet no method pre- 


venting the development of Park- 


inson's disease. In fact it seems 
doubtful that anything can be de- 
veloped along this line until more 


learned about its cause . Pre- 


vention is the ultimate aim, of 
course, and it cannot be lost eight 
of in this disease or In any other. 


Naturally anyone who has par- 


alysis agitans is most anxious to 
know what can be done for it and 
what the future is likely to bring. 
With regards to treatment it can 
be said that there is so far no 
sure, complete cure, but that there 
are drugs available which, to- 
gether with satisfactory attention 
to the general health, will relieve 
many of the symptoms and make 
life not at all unpleasant. 


AVOID FATIGUE 


Medicines alone are not enough 


and avoidance 
of fatigue 
and 


strenuous physical activity is gen- 
erally neessary. It is not advisable 
to give up everything and some 
occupation which keeps one reas- 
onably busy mentally and physi- 
cally is helpful. 


The outlook for the victim of 


shaking palsy is not too gloomy. 
It is a chronic, not an acute, ill- 
ness. 
Many who have it enjoy 


pretty good health for years and 
years and if they get good care 
and do not become discouraged 
there is nothing about it which 
prevents getting a lot out of life 
for a long time.

People should demand house cleaning in Washington 


before giving confidence to Truman 


New York. Jan. 1—Under our system of government, President 


Truman cannot be put out of office until the election of 1952, except 
by impeachment, which is neither feasible nor desirable. However. 
it is possible and certainly desirable that the pres- 
ident clear out of the government and sincerely 
repudiate those whose false counsels, to say the 
best of their conduct, got us into this jam. He 
should get rid of Mrs. Roosevelt at once. In do- 
ing this, he should not use diplomatic terms which 
would disguise the truth and destroy the purifying 
effect of this act of amends but should make a 
frank statement that her conduct and associa- 
tions have disqualified her for public confidence. 
While the president has not the constitutional au- 
thority to dismiss a Supreme Court justice, he 
should ask for the resignation of Justice Felix 
Frankfurter for the same reasons and dismiss from the White House 
secretariat David K. Niles, of Boston, who is a Frankfurter man 
from the old political circle which included Harold Laski, the Eng- 
lish Communist. 


Ordinarily, it would be Impudence on the part of a president 


to ask a justice of the Supreme Court to feet out. But this is not 
an ordinary situation. 
Frankfurter has been a pushful bumf* 


tious politician. 


He sponsored Alger Hiss and Lee Pressman, among ether study- 


boys of the same type who sat at his knee at Harvard Law and 
may reasonably be supposed to have derived some of their ideas 
from his teaching. 
The effect of his judicial conduct henceforth 


might be harmless. 
But he is a conspicuous member of that ele- 


ment which yearned for and contrived to bring about the recogni- 
tion of Soviet Russia after Wilson, Harding, Coolidge had wisely 
perceived the implacability of the Communist enemy. He might 
refuse to budge, but the people would at least know that the presi- 
dent tried to get him out. That would be a psychological comfocl 
and would beget confidence in. Mr. Truman's intentions.

Heralding the New Year and a 


new all-out Communist offensive, 
the big guns bomed away in Ko- 
rea yesterday.

All Point Fingers 


Calls for peace in 1951 came 


from officials on both aides of the 
iron curtain, but the oponents 
pointed accusing fingers at each 
other as the cause for stimulating 
the global war ulcer. 


President Truman, aboard his 


yacht Williamsburg, expressed the 
desire of all Americans that "1951 
will bring peace to the world." 


However, a wary lame-duck 


house of representatives, under 
pressure of "must" legislation, be- 
gan 1951 by meeting on New 
Year's Day for the first time in 
its history. 


In Europe, French Premier Rene 


Pleven urged his countrymen to 
make more sacrifices for rearma- 
ment during 1951 in "the interests 
of peace." 


Gottwald Exhorts Reds 


To the east, Communist Czech 


Premier Klement Gottwald also 
plodded his countrymen. He told 
them to increase their vigilance 
in the New Year against spies, 
saboteurs and murderers incited 
by "American imperialists, the 
Vatican and Titoists." 


At Vatican City, Pope Pius said 


Holy Year Pilgrims in 1950 pro- 
claimed a desire "for a just peace, 
freely stipulated and without any 
unjust conditions or Intolerable 
burden." 


High ranking U. S. and Soviet 


occupation authorities in Germany 
began the New Year on an unex- 
pectedly friendly note. The Rus- 
siwi commander, General Vasily 
Chuikov, showed up at a cocktail 
party given by American High 
Commissioner John J. McCloy last 
night in Berlin. 


Moscow too was starting the 


year on a note of brotherly love 
for the American people, whom 
"the Soviet people respect." But 
the quote in Izvestia was qualified 
to exclude American leaders—

bey on Christmas morning. 


Connor safcl the anonymous let- 


ter writer declared "the stone 
means more to the Scottish people 
than money." 


The 458-pound chunk of sand- 


stone used to stand in Scone- 
Abbey, in Perthshire. The kings of 
Scotland were crowned over the 
stone until it was seized as a war 
prize by England's King Edward I 
in 1296.

"Lincoln room"

House. 


The gavel, an exact duplicate 


of the one used by the speaker 
of the house of representatives, 
was given to Circuit Judge George 
C. Dixon by Bert Smyce, now. the 
White House building inspector. 


Smyce, 
a 
former 
Dixonite, 


worked on the 1950 remodeling of 
the President's residence, the first 
since 1817. 
The 1817 overhaul 


followed the burning of the White 
House by the British in the war 
of 1812. 


Judge Dixon received the fol- 


lowing description of the Lincoln 
room from the department of the 
interior: 


"The room which has come to 


be called the 'Lincoln room" was 
used by President Lincoln as his 
office. 
In it he also held his 


cabinet meetings. Thus it is this 
room which is. the setting for the 
well known painting of Lincoln 
reading the Emancipation Procla- 
mation, executed by Carpenter 
for the Supreme Court chamber 
of the Capital. 
Probably several 


presidents before Lincoln used the 
room for the same purpose. Begin- 
ning with President Johnson and 
continuing until Theodore Roose- 
velt, this room was used by the 
Presidents' private secretaries and 
the President's office was moved 
to the adjoining room. President 
Truman had Lincoln's bed and 
other pieces of White House furni- 
ture

with 
Lincoln 


placed in the room."

As a scout, Coach Leahy has 
« long been recognized as outstand- 
•^ ing. Jim Crowley has said that 


he hesitated to send Leahy on 
scouting assignments because of 
his valu- in detecting weaknesses 
in opponents during games. His 
ability at such tasks was again 
brought forth after his return to 
Notre Dame after the war, when 
he personally scouted Illinois in 
1946, 
a team rated by many as 


superior to N. D., and Southern 


•5 California in 1947, whose offensive 


power was checked by the Irish on 
the information gained by Leahy. 


A Fine Speaker 


Many football men around the 


country recognized Leahy's ability 
as a coach and speaker and took 
cognizance of his "football brain" 
by hiring him to lecture at many 
coaching schools. He has talked 
at schools throughout the country 
with such notables as the late 


f'Jock Sutherland, Matty Bell, Dr. 


Eddie Anderson, Carl Sanvely, 
Bernie Bierman, Wally Butts, and 
"Dutch" Meyer. He also won an 
important Bales post with U. S. 
Rubber. He still holds a post with 
this company on the sports advis- 
>ry board. 


Leahy was married July 4, 1935, 


to Florence Reilly of Brooklyn, 
N. Y. The ceremony was perform- 
• >ed by the Rev. Joseph Scanlan, 
J 8. X, of Fordham university, at 


St. Patrick's church, Bronx, N. T. 
The Leabys have six children, 
Frank, Jr., born April 28, 1936;

He Never Smokes 


Leahy won the Frank E. Hering 


medal in the spring of 1928 for 
proficiency at center 
passing. 


Among the Leahy mannerisms is 
the practice of using the editorial 
"we," referring to or addressing 
his squad as "lads," and asking 
questions of everyone regarding 
the squad. He has made a con- 
scientious study of public speak- 
ing, proper-breathing, ec., and even 
coaches his assistants along these 
lines so they won't lose their 
voices in practice sessions. Leahy 
never smokes, but doesn't want 
credit for his abstinence—"I tried 
it," he says, "but never did care 
for it." 


Leahy concluded his first season 


at Notre Dame in 1941 with eight 
victories and one tie, and was 
named "Coach of the Year" in 
the New York World Telegram 
poll. The 1942 season opened with 
Leahy in poor health. He was 
greatly bothered by spinal arthri- 
tis. 
The Irish were tied In the 


first game of the season by Wis- 
consin and then defeated by Geor- 
gia Tech, 13-6. After the Tech 
defeat Leahy went to the Mayo 
Bros, clinic for three weeks. Ed 
McKeever took over the reins and 
gained victories over Stanford, 
Iowa Seahawks and Illinois. Leahy 
returned from the hospital in time 
to lead Notre Dame to triumphs 
over traditional foes, Navy and 
Army. A defeat by Michigan and 
a tie with Great Lakes were off- 
set by victories .over Northwestern 
and Southern California. 


Frank Leahy had coached unde- 


feated teams in 1940 and 1941. He 
almost produced the phenomenal 
achievement' of three unbeaten 
elevens in four years. Following 
nine straight victories in 1943. the 
season lasted 60 seconds too long, 
for in the final minute of the final 
fame, a long pass gave Great 
Lakes a 19-14 win. Despite this 
defeat the Irish were awarded the 
national championship, and Leahy 
was named "Coach of the Year" 
by the New York Daily News and 
Detroit Times. 


War Halted Career 


This was the end of Leahy's 


coaching career until after the 
war. He had been a head coach 
of football for five years, two at 
Boston and three at Notre Dame. 
At Boston college he had won 20 
and lost two. At Notre Dame he 
could claim 24 victories, three 
losses and three ties. His five 
year record stood at 44 victories 
against five losses and three ties. 


Leahy entered the navy on May 


19, 1944, being sworn in at Chi- 
cago. After an eight week indoc- 
trination course at Princeton he 
was assigned to the Pacific sub- 


marine commander, Admiral Char- 
les Lockwood. It was Leahy's job 
to organize and supervise athletics 
activities and recreation for sub- 
mariae crews returning from com 
bat patrols. Among the islands 
he visited were Midway. Tarawa, 
Guam and Saipan. Leahy was as- 
signed to the St. Mary's Preflight 
school in July. 1945, and was dis- 
charged from there on Nov. 15, 
1945, with the rank of lieutenant. 


He returned to the Notre Dame 


campus soon after his discharge, 
remaining a spectator for the dur- 
ation of the Hugh Devote regime. 
He officially returned as athletic 
director and head football coach in 
December. 


In his first season back at the 


N. D. helm, Leahy led the Irish 
through an undefeated nine game 
season with only a 0 to 0 tie with 
Army to blemish the record. At 
the close of the season Notre 
Dame was awarded the national 
championship ranking. 
Leahy's 


second title in a row. In 1947 the 
record was perfect with nine vic- 
tories without defeat or tie—the 
first such season for Notre Dame 
since Rockne's last year, 1930. 
Again the nation's sports writers 
voted Notre Game the No. 1 team 
in the country—Leahy's third con- 
secfttive national championship. 


Won Nine Straight 


In 1948, the Irish won nine 


straight before being tied by 
Southern California, 14-14, in the 
season's 
finale. This ran 
the 


Notre Dame unbeaten streak to 
28 games, longest in Notre Dame's 
football history. 
At the close of 


the 194S campaign, Leahy was se- 
lected as the "Coach of the Year" 
by the Detroit Times and the New 
York Daily News. The honor was 
repeated by the New York News 
following the 1947 an4 194S sea- 
sons. 


Preceding the 1947 season, the 


Notre Dame mentor coached the 
"College All-Stars" to a 16-0 vic- 
tory over the Chicago Bears. He 
was again the "All Star" coach 
hi 1948, but as a repeater was not 
so fortunate, losing to the Chicago 
Cardinals. 28-0, 


In 1949 under the peerless lead- 


ership of Leahy, the Irish swept 
through 10 contests without being 
beaten <fr tied—and running the 
undefeated total (from 1946 thru 
1949) to 38 games and again gain- 
ed the national championship. Fol- 
lowing the thrilling 27-20 victory 
over SMU in the season's finale, 
Leahy went on record as saying 
"This Is my greatest team." At 
the end of the season he was voted 
"Coach of the Year" by the De- 
troit Times, New York Daily News 
and Washington Touchdown club. 
He was also voted "Football Man 
of the Year" by the Football Writ- 
ers Association of America. 


Leahy's all time Notre'Dame 


record at the end of the 1949 sea- 
son stood at: 60 wins, three losses 
and five ties. This amount to a 
winning average of .952. 


Quite a guy, that Leahy. And 


some 300 residents of the Dixon 
area are going to have the privi- 
lege of hearing him at the Love- 
land Community building on the 
night of Thursday, Jan. 18.

5 and 7 p. m. 


Police officials observed, "if the 


rumor had been spread by Com- 
munists they could not have roped 
to have had a better reaction."

It's Right That We Use the A-Bomb First 


By EDMUND A. WALSH. S. J.

The president's proclamation of December 16, declaring 


a state of national emergency, marked the end of what prob- 
ably is the most amazing and confused chapter in the history 
of American foreign policy. The official description and rec- 
ognition of the objectives of world communism by the presi- 
dential decree put the issue, at long last, exactly where it 
belongs. The final confrontation has been reached between 
the two great centers of world 
power whose basic and irreconcil- 
able character was frankly de- 
scribed by Soviet authorities many 
years ago. They never had a mo- 
ment's doubt as to the inevitable 
clash that must ensue. 


Lenin knew it and warned his 


followers: 


"We live . . , not only in a state 


but a system of states, and the 
existence of the Soviet Republic 
side by side with the imperialist 
states 
(i.e., 
non-Communist 


states) for a long time is unthink- 
able. In the end either one or the 
other will conquer. And until that 
end comes, a series of the most 
terrible collisions 
between the 


Soviet Republic and the bourgeois 
states is inevitable." 


After citing this fundamental 


Soviet doctrine, Stalin once added 
the. laconic remark: "Clear, one 
would think." 


In 1927 he likewise declared to 


a visiting delegation of American 
workers: 


"Thus in the course of further 


development of international rev- 
olution, two centers will form on 
* world scale . . . The struggle 
of these two centers for the pos-

session of the world economy will 
decide the fate of capitalism and 
communism in the whole world." 


1'he hard core, the stronghold 


and arsenal of the non-Communist 
forces in this conflict with Soviet 
communism are the United States

firmed in his interview with for- 
mer Gov. Stassen in 1947. Neither 
he nor any Leninist believes in the 
continued co-existence of these 
two opposing worlds of economic 
thought and moral ideals. The pro- 
testations of peaceful intent spo- 
ken by Vis.hins.ky in the United 
Nations are only the actors' lines 
of a prepared script designed to 
distract the audience from an ap- 
proaching Pearl Harbor.

wet conduct coldly consistent and 
not an enigma, or a puzzle, as 
some unhistoric minds imagine. 
The Politburo has ordered many

The place of A-bombs and H- 


bombs in this complex clash of 
power between East and West is, 
like the ghost of Banquo, the" un- 
invited guest at every internation- 
al conference. Ready to scrap the 
advantage 
conferred 
by those 


ghastly weapons if all other na- 
tions would agree to effective con- 
trols, the Government of the Unit- 
ed States has been blocked by 
the constant veto of Soviet Russia. 
Thus she gains time while the 
sands run out—till she has a 
stockpile of atomic bombs. Hence, 
regretfully 
but 
categorically, 


President Truman announced on 
April 6,1948, that he would autho- 
rize use of atomic bombs again, 
should the dreaded necessity arise 
and if the welfare of the United 
States and the democracies of the 
world are at stake. "I hope and 
pray," he added, "that will never 
be necessary." 


The frightful effects of that 


dreadful weapon are known by 
persomal observation to the pres- 
ent writer, as he spent some 10 
days in the ruins of Hiroshima in 
1947 and interviewed many of the 
victims who survived the tragedy. 
The ethical problem of employing 
such a lethal weapon which, by 
the very nature and intensity of 
the explosion, will 
exterminate 


thousands upon thousands of ci- 
vilians and innocent 
bystanders 


not directly employed in military 
activities, is not easy to resolve. 
Discussion of that moral aspect 
is made intricate and inconclusive, 
moreover, by the new and in- 
escapable fact of total warfare. 


The degeneration in internation- 


al conduct since 1939 and the evil 
of total war have produced pro- 
found public consequences. There 
is no longer a battle front in the 
conventional sense; there is no 
longer a defined and limited zone 
of combat occupied by military 
forces, by men who are expected 
to run the risks ol soldiers, leaving 
a rear territory inhabited by ci- 
vilians not subject to the same 
hazards under the old concept of 
warfare. 


Today the total population is in- 


volved; the needs of technological 
developments embrace' so > much 
organization for armament and 
for supply that the battle front 
has moved Into every city, town 
and village. There is no rear; there 
is no escape; and there is no shield 
of legal status. 


What is of Immediae concern, 


then, is definition and clarification 
of the issue "raised by President 
Truman's reference to necessity 
and the welfare of the United 
States, followed by his authoriza- 
tion to proceed with production of 
the hydrogen bomb. 


Direct assault launched against 


us by an enemy who is known to 
have the atomic bomb—and no 
power would now attack 
the 


United States without it—raises 
one type of question not too diffi- 


Editor's Note: Must America wait for the first devastat- 
ing blow of an aggressor before retaliating with the 
atom bomb? 


Until now most responsible comment has been that 


we must await the attack, pick ourselves up out of the 
ruins and go on from there.

—that it is morally, ethically, legally and militarily right 
that we do so. 


cult to answer. We should have no 
alternative but to retaliate in 
kind. A second question is more 
compelling and it is with this that 
we are here concerned: Would the 
United 
States 
be justified 
in 


lauching an immediate atomic at- 
tack against an enemy power be- 
fore it could use that devastating 
weapon against our cities? 


Under any hypothesis, the an- 


swer is extremely difficult to for- 
mulate, both for ethical and his- 
torical reasons. Our every tradi- 
tion and instinct as a people, as 
well as conscience itself, recoils 
before such a dread alternative 
even in self-defense, although few 
moralists will insist that we must 
wait until the enemy delivers the 
first atomic blow. 


Under the new conditions of the 


atomic age such an aggression 
might very well be fatal, not only 
to a vast number of individuals, 
as is obvious, but to our entire 
system of national defense and to 
our existence as a nation. 


Clearly, atomic bombs would be 


used under title of defense only, 
a claim that would be set up by 
every nation. Hence, the concept 
and term "defense" must be clari- 
fied, 
both 
by 
definition 
and 


through application to concrete 
circumstances.* * * 


The use of force for legitimate 


self-defense is conferred by the 
natural law. This moral justifica- 
tion to repel an unjust aggressor 
by means reasonably adapted and 
proportionate to the nature of the 
attack, is the right not only of 
individuals but of the state as 
well. In the case of the state, it 
goes further still; it becomes an 
obligation, in view of the duty in- 
cumbent on government to safe- 
guard the lives, the liberty and 
the temporal welfare of citizens 
viewed individually and collective- 
ly. In total war the attack is no 
longer limited to acknwoledged 
military targets; it is leveled 
against whole peoples as peoples. 


The 
problem, then, 
involves 


questions relating to the certainty 
and immediacy of an attack under 
given circumstances as well as to 
the special nature of some new 
defensive weapon. In the evolu- 
tion of human relationships from 
primitive to modern and complex, 
the elements of certainty and im- 
mediacy have varied in step with 
the development of weapons of 
attack. 


Primitive man was justified in 


exercising his right to strike a 
preventive blow when he saw a 
bare fist descending on him at 
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arm's length, or a stone 
lifted 


against him. In the course of time 
he saw an ax uplifted, a dagger 
drawn, then a sword thrust at 
him, 
then a spear leveled, then 


an arrow fitted to a bowstring. 
The danger, though moving back 
in space, was still immediate and 
certain in time. With the invention 
of gunpowder, the assailant moved 
farther and farther away; but no 
basic change was introduced in 
the elements of certainty and im- 
mediacy of attack. Then, long- 
range artillery, though discharg- 
ing explosives from emplacements 
even out of sight and miles, away, 
could menace life and limb with 
equal certainty and immediacy.

Now comes the age of air power, 


with military aviation carrying 
flaming death from bases located 
8,000, 5,000 miles away. Aircraft 


carriers far out at sea. flying 
bombs, guided missiles, jet bombs 
and atomic explosives can now be 
a certain and immediate menace 
from ever-growing distances in 
this era of global-minded-warfare. 


Who shall maintain -that the 


substantive and inherent right of 
self-defense is canceled out by an 
accidental circumstance or by the 
ingenuity of an aggressor in a 
chemical laboratory? 


The Japanese air force which 


bombed Pearl Harbor was carried 
to a point designated for the take- 
off by a fleet of war vessels, in- 
cluding carriers, which, we now 
know, left the northern Japanese 
port of Tankan Wan on November 
26, 1941, for the attack delivered 
on December 7. The 
attacking 


planes took off from the decks of 
their carriers at a point approxi- 
mately 230 miles north of Pearl 
Harbor. It would be a tortured 
interpretation of the right of self- 
defense to deny the corresponding 
right to have intercepted and de- 
stroyed that advancing menace at 
any point, near or far. 


Should history repeat itself and 


produce a Soviet feint in some re- 
mote area of Asia or the Middle 
East, it will be the signal for those 
burnt once in the fire of such 
deceit to keep their eyes fixed on 
the Northwest and Arctic sector 
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of our American defense system. „ 


If the Government of the United 


States has sound reason to believe 
(that is, has moral certitude) that 
a similar attack is being mounted 
and ready to be launched against 
this country from any source, then 
it would appear that President 
Truman would be morally justified 
to take defensive measures pro- 
portionate to the danger. 


That would mean use of the 


atomic bomb, as no power would 
launch a surprise attack on the 
United States without an adequate 
supply of atomic bombs. Should 
large 
numbers of civilians be 


harmed by American necessity to 
use the bomb in self-defense, that 
regrettable effect, not intended as 
such, would be attributable to 
what moralists describe as the in- 
direct voluntary. 


An attack against us would have 


to be sudden, unannounced, suf- 
ficiently devastating and so wide- 
spread in coverage as to cripple 
our powers of reprisal; the reply 
to any partial crippling would be 
so overwhelmingly atomic that no 
aggressive government could risk 
the gamble without certainty of 
success. Losing the gamble under 
present 
conditions 
of 
warfare 


would mean practical annihilation. 


This argument presupposes, as 


its crucial premise, accuracy of 
information, honest information, 
competent information, and an 
alert intelligence service. If time 
permitted, a warning or an ulti- 


matum to an enemy found to b« 
preparing such an attack should 
be given. But, with or without 
ultimatum, I personally see no im- 
morality, though much tragedy 
and. horror of consequences, in the 
Government of the United State; 
choosing the lesser of two evils. 


-NV'ier reason nor theology, 


nor morals require men or nations 
to commit suicide by requiring 
that «e must await the first blow 
from a power with no moral in- 
hibitions and when, as in the cms* 
now under consideration, the at- 
tack would surely include bom- 
bardment by atomic missiles. 


Even Christ himself did not dis- 


dain to -seize a lash and drive th««C> 
hypocrites out of the temple. But"* 
what an appalling responsibility is 
now laid on military intelligence, 
on diplomatic vigilance and on all 
related security agencies which 
gather and analyze information in 
this atomic age. 


Pravda Claims US
